She 
went to the home of her devoted friends, 
Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin Guinness, 2% 
Washington Square West. She left there 
Sunday morning to visit friends in the 
country. 

Both Engage Foremost Lawyers. 

Mr. Astor’s attorney in the proceed- 
ings is Lewis Cass Ledyard, who was 
the law partner of the late leader of 
the bar, James C. Carter. Mr. Ledyard 
is recognized as a master in the conduct 
of cases requiring the highest diplomacy 
and great social as well as great legal!

Mrs. Astor is represented by John H.

Says She Gave Worthless Checks, Expecting 
St. Louisan to Deposit $65 for Her—Has 
Original Views of, Finance. | 





It was not the failure of a former 
husband to send alimony on time, but 
the carelessness of an intended hus- 
band in falling to remit, that got Mrs. 
Estelle Herring of the McDannold Hotel 
into prison, 
reporter Tuesday. 

Mrs. Herring's 17-year-old daughter, 
Estelle, said Monday, after her mother’s 
arrest for giving worthless checks, that 
she expected to deposit alirhony enough 
to cover the checks before they could 
be presented. 

“The kid was mistaken,’’ said Mrs. 
Herring. “IT expected to get $65 from a 
St. Louis man to whom I am engaged 
to be married. He was to send it to 
me last Thursday. I will not reveal 
his name at present, but if it becomes 
necessary he will come forward and 
verify my statement. 

Dated Check Ahead. 

“Tt so happened that last Wednesday 
I found myself penniless. I wanted to 
move into a furnished flat, the occu- 
pant of which intended to leave town, 
I 
explained that I had no money in bank, 
but would have some the next day, and 
gave a $40 check dated Oct. 21—Thurs- 
day.”’ 

“Didn't you know that was 
Mrs. Herring was asked. 
‘Certainly not. I merely gave the 
check as an evidence of debt—a sort 
of I O UV, and if my friend hadn't 
been called unexpectedly out of town, 
nothing would have happened. 

“The woman from whom I rented the 
flat decided not to leave town, and 
when she found I had no money in 
the bank she had me arrested. I wus 
released because I had received no 
services for the check, and went to the 
McDannold.”’ 

“It is true that I gave a milliner a 
$10 check for a hat, but when she 
came to me to complain that she 
ecculdn’t cash the check, I gave the hat 
back. She certainly has no ground for 
action against me, that I can see. And 
I did give the hotel proprietor a check

Assistant bBertillon Superintendent 
Coakley recognized Mrs. Herring as the 
woman who had presented two worth- 
less @hecks several months ago, and 
she admitted giving them. They were 
drawn on the Mercantile Trust Co.. 
where she formerly had an account, and 
technically did not constitute an of- 
fense. 

One of these was for $10 and was 
cashed by the. manager of an automo- 
bile company which had been demon- 
strating machines for Mrs. Herring on 
her representation that she intended 
to buy one. The other was for $3.25 
and was cashed by a grocer.

and substituting one against intemper- 
ance. 

Prof. Carver does not think that there 
is.the same need now as there was in 
the beginning for a specific command- 
ment against blasphemy, as the taking 
of the name of the Lord in vain now 
is not meant as an insult to the Deity 
but is rather the outlet of a limited vo- 
cabulary and a lack of good taste. 

St. Louis ministers think there is as 
much need now for a commandment 
against blasphemy as theré ever was 
and that the scriptures are sufficiently 
specific in condemnation of iIntemper- 
ance.

NEW YORK, Oct. 2%.—If the mother 
of the suffragettes—as Elizabeth Smith 
Miller, the grandmother of suffragists, 
etyled Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst—has 
& responsive chord in her bosom she 
must have been proud at the sight of 
the 3000 men and women who filled 
Carnegie Hall last night “to see a 
Hooligan woman” (the term is her 
own), and learn how the English mili- 
tants “‘will get the vote.”’ 

If, again, she kept her finger on the 
‘Tulse of the audience, which was exalt- 
ed, amazed and affrighted by turns, 
Mrs. Pankhurst must have divined the 
answering chill that greeted her ul- 
timatum to the British Government. 
She had defended the stone-throwing, 
“the time honored argument of the 
British voter;’ was witty and exultant 
as she described the flight of “flinty 
messengers’ for every stone was care- 
fully tied In a paper that carried a 
message to the political meeting from 
which the women were barred. She 
had glorified in the battles—‘‘battles as 
justifiable as any in the history of 
the world’ and had added: 

“The only people I trouble to plead 
with are women. Where would your 
great American Republic be if the men 
had not thrown tea into Boston harbor?

I say 
to them: ‘Admit our moderation, our 
restraint.

SLEEPER. Ok., Oct. 25.—For an hour 
before the little building was riddled 
with bullets by a posse, pupils in the 
country schoolhouse near Sleeper had 
for their schoolmaster yesterday Jack‘ 
Willis, a swaggering Cherokee Indian 
desperado. From the teacher’s desk the 
outlaw took charge of the class, com- 
pelling frightened pupils to recite les- 
sons and making them sing their 
school songs for his amusement, while 
the regular teacher, Mrs. Anna Snyder, 
whom he had threatened with déath, 
stood helplessly by. 
The Cherokee’s tutelage ended with 
the arrival of Constable U. G. Wilson 
and a posse, which engaged Willis in a 
battle, in which the Indian was killed, 
and Tuck Ketcher, a deputy, was se- 
verely wounded, 














Wisslis had been a fugitive for four 
months. When he appeared at the 
schoolhouse in the morning, frightening 
the children, Mrs. Snyder ordered him 
to leave, but he laughed and displayed 
his weapons, threatening to kill her if 
she did not remain qutiet. 
Taking his place at the teacher’s desk, 
Wisslis put the pupils through mock ex- 
ercises, laughing uproariously at their 
terror. Beating time with his fist on 
the desk, he had the class sing. The 
children’s voices quavered with fear as 
they sang the songs the teacher had 
taught them. 
The Indian’s diversions were inter- 
rupted by the noise of approaching 
horses. He ,went to the door of the 
schoolhouse and looked out. He slammed 
it quickly. and pushed a table against 
it when he saw Constable Wilson‘ and 
four others riding toward the building. 
Crouching beneath a window, the 
Cherokee opened fire. At the first shot, 
Ketcher fell with a bullet in his: hip. 
Members of the posse then rode afound 
the schoolhouse firing at every side as 
Willis darted from window to window. | 
Their bullets tore through the thin’ 
walls of the schoolhouse in which the 
terrified children were huddled and en- 
dangered their lives. Mrs. Snyder led 
them into a cloakroom in a rear part of 
the building and opening a window ord- 
ered them to c.imb out and run. 
When the children came tumbling 
from the window, the posse ceased firing 
until the last had escaped. Mrs. Sny-

HE nonimportation resolutions in 
1765, the first organized movement 
in the agitrtion for separaticn 

from the mother country—a document 

still preserved in Carpenters’ Hall, 

Philadelphid — contains the following

In 1769 a corps of volunteer infantrv, 
composed chiefly of Hebrews, under cue 
command of Capt. Lushington, was 
raised in Charleston, 8. C. These sol. 
diers afterward fought with great brav- 
ery under Gen. Moultrie at Beaufort. 

The decision reached in New York fa 
1770 to make more stringent the Non- 
importation Agreement, which the col- 
onists had : *»pted to bring England to 
terms on the taxation question, had 
among its signers Samuel Judah, Hay- 
man Levy, Jacob Moses, Jacob Meyers, 
Jonas Phillips a‘d Isaac Seixas. 

At a time when the sinews of war 
were essential to success, Hayman Solo- 
mon of Philadelphia, the countryman 
and intimate associate of Pulaski and 
Kosciusko, responded to Robert Morris’ 
appeal with $300,000, and it is various'y 
estimated, as appears from documentary 
evidence afterward submitted to Con- 
gress, that he advanced to the Govern. 
ment altogether $658,007,13, an enormous 
amount at that period for a private ia- 
dividual, when business was prostrated. 
And of the sum not one penny has ever 
been repaid to his heirs. 

But Hayman Solomon was not the only 
Jew who sacrificed his fortune for in- 
dependence. For we find that among the 
signers of the bilis of credit‘for the 
Continental Congress in 1776 were Benja- 
min Levy of Philadelphia an@ Benjamin 
Jacobs of New York. Samuel Lyon of 
New York was among the signers of 
similar bills in 1779. Isaac Moses of 
Philadelphia contributed $15,000 to the 
Colonial Treasury and Herman Levy, 
another Philadelphian, repeatedly ad- 
vanced considerable sums for the sup- 
port ef the army in the fleld. Manuel 
Mordecai Noah of South Carolina not 
only served in the army as anofficer on 
Washin: ‘-n's staff, and likewise witn 
Gen. Marion, but gave $100,000 to further 
the cause in which he was enlisted. 

Among the patriots of the South none 
worked more unselfishly than Mordeca! 
Sheftall, “Chairman of the Rebel Paro- 
chial Committee,” organized to regulate 
the internal effairs of Savannah, and 
composed of patriots opposed to the 

royal Government, and who, after act-
